IT  appears  then  that  Kentucky 
was  not  the  only  place,  in  which  the 
Yazoo  company  attempted  to  exert 
their  corrupt  influence — their  abor- 
tive efforts  to  excite  infurre&ion 
and  commit  the  peace  of  the  United 
States,  are  therefore  unjuftly  and 
jnalicioufly  attributed  to  the  citi 
zens  of  Kentucky,  who  were  with  a 
zeal  and  firtnnefs  becomingfreemen, 
and  in  open  day,  purfuing  their  birth 
right  claim  to  felf-government.

If  a traiterous  fentiment 
ex i (ted  in  the  bread  of  any  man  at 
thar  period,  it  muft  have  been  ex- 
clufivelv  poffeffed  by  Humphrey  and 
his  coid  and  calculating  connexions. 
1'hsre  is  not  the  flighted  femblance 
of  truth,  in  the  affertion  th 
democratic  focieties  in  Ken 
endeavored  to  few  the  feeds 
cenuoufnefs,  and  that  they  enter- 
tained a wifli  to  difmember  the  U- 
nion.  If  it  were  poflible  for  man 
o detach  himfelf  from  a regard  to 
his  intereft  and  happinefs,  the'  mo- 
tives of  the  people  of  Kentucky 
might  juftly  be  faid  to  hav^  been 
pure  as  tether.  But  they  \yOfe  ar- 
dent, firm  and  peaceful  in  their  de- 
portment, to  the  government  to 
which  they  were  affectionately  de 
voted — confpiracies  plots  and  tgea- 
fons  were  terms  to  them  unkmAvh 
and  unfelt.  Their  love  of  country, 
their  enmity  to  high  toned  and  arif- 
tocratical  domination,  and  their  un- 
equivocal attachment  to  the  equal 
participation  of  the  gifts  of  nature 
have  been  evinced  by  evidence  the 
mod  convincing.

The  f-£t 
would  have  executed  every  prilmi 
er  without  remorfe,  were  it  not  they 
fear  d,  and  with  reafon  too,  intlant 
retaliation,  and  that  from  the  hands 
f their  own  citizens. 

We  expedl  in  a few  days  to  hear 
from  Admiral  Cochrane  and  Dacres 
in  the  moft  favourable  way,  and 
then  to  leave  the  liland  for  a part 
of  the  Maine,  more  convenient  and 
nearer  to  our  Spanifli  friends  than 
La  Vela  or  Coro.  From  all  the  va-
